2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or render obvious an MR! based system and method where 
markers disposed on a medical device are imaged prior to insertion of the medical 
device into the patient anatomy, geometric information on the markers is stored in a 
MR! system, scanning the anatomy, and determining the location and orientation of the 
medical device inserted in the anatomy in relation to the anatomy based on the 
previously acquired geometric information on the target markers. The MRI system is 
further configured to disregard MRI signal of the target markers within the anatomy as 
noise and use of the stored geometric information on the target markers to lower the 
MRI signal detection threshold of the system.
